AID FOR DISCHARGED 
MALE PRISONERS 
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A SATISFACTORY REPORT 


Striking features oí the 1936 report of the 
Catholic Discharged Male Prisoners’ Aid 
Committee are the increase in the number of 
juvenile applicants, and the increasing 
difficulty of dealing with juvenile offenders. 
Since 1954 the Committee had concentrated 
on this work with great success, Many lads 
whose parents were inclined to disown them 
had been reconciled to their families, and 
none of the. offenders in that class had re- 
turned to crime. 

In the cases of young fist offenders— 
many of them newly-married men who had 
held good positions before conviction—the 
Committee had been of great assistance when 
approached by young wives, who were 
ashamed to seek the aid of relatives and 
friends. In such cases the Committee had 
done much to keep the home together. 

During the = 1936, persons were 
interviewed; about 800 letters were written 
relative to the precuring of = for 
discharged prisoners and to the care and 
maiutenance of their families during their 
term of imprisonment,' Rail and steamboat

I have no overweening affection for the 
dances of our native land, as they ar 
performed nowadays. A formal ceilidh 
in the Mansion House, with carefully- 
groomed men in evening dress cavorting 
round and round in the “Waves of Tory.”’ 
is so unnatural as to be humorous. Irish 
dancing never did, and never will, belong 
to the ballroom. Its place is where it 
began—in the open air. 

But once upon a time I saw an Trish 
dance that smacked of the real thing. It 
was at a party in a private house in 
Dublin. None of the guests was drunk or 
anything like it, but all had had enough 
to cheer them up, and they were dancing 
a fox-trot to the music provided by the 
wireless set. 

Then-it occurred to some busybody to 
twiddle the knob of the wireless set. He 
twiddled it as far as Radio-Athlone, and 
the rhythm of a really admirable ceilidh 
orchestra crashed out over the crowded 
room. ‘The dancers fell for it. In little 
more than two seconds they had cast them- 
selves adrift from their partners and 
formed into squares. In another second 
they were dancing to the music of that 
band. 

Watching that swirling crowd, with the 
bright frocks of the women flashing 
kaleidgscopically, a queer sensation came 
over me. Here was Irish dancing per- 
formed with all the abandon with which 
Brian’s warriors and their womenfolk 
might have danced on the night before 
Clontarf. It was so different a thing from 
the sedate numbers executed by ringleted 
urchins on the theatre stage. It spelt life 
and passion and all those things that 
national dances are supposed to symbolise. 

So I felt for approximately half a 
minute; and then the vision faded, and I 
became conscious once again that these 
were people of my everyday acquaintance, 
and that none of them could do the steps 
properly. But that half-minute had given 
me a new flash of insight.

been received by the Japanese, and 
violent attacks have been launched: 
against the Chinese positions at Tuchang 
and Kiangwan. As usual, there are 
contradictory versions of the course of the 
fighting. .The Japanese declare that they 
are bending back the Chinese right flank, 
while the Chinese deny that the offensive 
has had any appreciable success, The 
fact is that nobody knows precisely what 
is happening in China, Japan has em- 
barked upon a major campaign against 
a poorly armed and bady organised nation 
in an attempt to increase her grip on 
the Asiatic mainland and to extend her 
military ,conquests in North China. 
When the attack was launched it was 
hoped and expected in Japan that 
Chinese resistance would be almost 
negligible; that the war would be short 
and—from the Japanese point of viéw— 
sweet. China, however, is an incalculable 
country—more incalculable even than 
Ireland ; and since the fighting began the 
Japanese have got the shock of their 
lives. It would be absurd to compare 
the two opposing armies. The Japanese 
are trained to the last ounce; they have 
magnificent equipment; their officers are 
first rate, and nothing could be fiercer 
than their fighting spirit. The Chinese, 
on the other hand, are little better than 
a rabble. Their organisation is a joke; 
their weapons in many cases are obsolete, 
and their officers seem to spend much of 
their time in fighting among themselves. 
To such a struggle there can be only one 
end; but the Japanese are finding out, 
as was discovered last year in Spain, that 
an ill-equipped rabble in certain circum- 
stances can give serious pause to the best 
army. 

For the first time in many years 
a real spirit of national pride is beginning 
to manifest itself among the Chinese. 
They have determined to make matters as 
difficult as possible for the Japanese in- 
vaders, and, since their reserves of man- 
power ate virtually inexhaustible, they 
are in a position to hold up the Japanese 
attack for considerable periods. From- 
Tokyo’s standpoint a great deal 
depends on a rapid decision in the field. 
Wars, even against unarmed peoples, cost 
money—a fact which has caused Signor 
Mussolini, inter alia, to impose a capital 


levy of ten per cent. on Italian companies. 


The maintenance of large bodies of troops 
at a great distance from their bases is an 
expensive business, and economic and | 
financial conditions. in J apan are any- 
thing but flourishing. Is the game worth 


the candle? We have no doubt that this | 
question is causing much heart-searchings | 


in Tokyo at the moment. The sympathies 
of all the world are with China in her 
present plight. In the United States, as 
well as in Great Britain and throughout 
the Commonwealth, public opinion is 
unanimous in its condemnation of 
Japanese aggression, for which there was 
not a vestige of an excuse, and Japan’s 
commercial interests in every’ part of the, 
world have been damaged through her own: 
fault. Nobody can doubt that eventually 


‘she will have her will of China; but the 


unexpected stiffness of Chinese resistance 
will add enormously to Japan's bill of 
final costs. Unhappily, the other countries 
can do nothing to save China from her 
assailants. Their chief concern at the 
moment is.to keep their peoples out of 
another war, and besides, any attempt 
to intervene in the Sino-Japanese affair 
would be sheer lunacy. Nevertheless, 
Japan will find out before the last word 
has been said or written on the matter 
that barefaced aggression does not pay. 
There is such a thing as a world conscience, 
and that conscience has been outraged by 
what has happened in China during the 
last few months. 


At St. Stephen’s 


To-morrow King George VI. will read 
the Speech from the Throne for the first 
time when he opens the new session of 
Parliament in the historic Palace of St. 
Stephen at Westminster. The session 
which ended on Friday last had begun 
when the new reign opened, so that the 
session now about to begin probably will 
be invested with unusual interest. Always 
the occasion for the splendour of its cere- 
monial, the first Parliament of a new reign 
will have a glamour quite its own. There 
are those who would deprive the opening 
of the British Parliament of its ceremonial 
splendour by making it as drabbly unevent- 
ful as the opening of & session of Dail 
Eireann. Those who will argue that 
the. lavishness of -the display 's 
unduly ostentatious so long as poverty 
and misery exist fail to understand the 
dignity and solemnity with which history 
has surrounded the opening of a new 
session of the oldest of Parliaments. As 
the centuries have passed the ceremonial 
has developed in the magnificence of its. 
| ritual; but, as Walter  Bagehot pointed-

sentative institutions in England. 

The business end of the ceremonial is 
contained in the King’s Speech, which 
George VI. will read for the first time 
to-morrow. This outline of the legislative 
programme for the session is of the utmost 
value to all who try to take an in- 
telligent interest in current affairs, as it 
offers a period in which the proposals may 
be studied and their implications dis- 
covered. It is a practic: which might 
be imitated profitably in all legislative 
assemblies, if for no better reason than 
because it tends to create that lively 
concern about the proposals upon which 
a democracy thrives and flourishes 
In a comprehensive motion the Govern- 
ment will be arraigned for its sins of 
omission and commission, and what is 
virtually a vote of confidence will be pre 
sented. At the opening of a new session 
it is obviously sound that a Government 
should be in a position to tabulate its 
strength, to discover in what departments 
it may be weak, and to make a disclosure 
of its policy. On this occasion, as is 
customary, the intentions of the British 
Government are fairly well known in 
advance; they have been discussed from 
public platforms and in the party confer- 
ences during the past few months. Some 
of the proposals which will be given legis- 
lative shape and sanction are likely to be 
highly controversial, and by the time they 
ultimately reach the Statute Book may 
have undergone radical alteration. There 
will be, for instance, a bill dealing with 
the acquisition of coal royalties by the 
State, and this will be regarded by Con- 
servatives with as much suspicion as it 
may be regarded by the Labour Party. 
Another projected piece of legislation which 
may prove contentious is concerned with the 
amalgamation of electrical undertakings, 
wherein the policy adopted in Sdaorstdt 
Eireann has had a pioneering effect upon 
British ideas. As at present outlined in 
| skeleton form this proposal has been sub- 
jected to damaging criticism, so that its 
passage into law without drastic change 
in the Government’s intentions is doubt- 
ful. Another legislative proposal, and one 
which has been hotly agitated for a very 
long time, deals with the reform of the 
prison system. 

The session opens under the shadow of 
the international situation. Not for many 
a year have conditions in three continents 
been so bad, and wherever trouble looms 
the British Empire is certain to be affected. 
‘One of the last debates of the session just 
ended was upon foreign affairs, and in 
that debate the Opposition fared so badly 
that Mr. Attlee and his friends are sure to 


| make another effort at the earliest possible 


imoment. With a state of war ‘in China, 
the lingering trouble in the Mediterranean, 
the troubles in the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, the assembly of the Nine Powers’ 
Conference on China, and the disturbed 
state of Palestine, the British Govern- 
ment has.its hands more than full and its 
mind unduly preoccupied. British re- 
armament is proceeding so rapidly that 
policy can adjust itself with greater sharp- 
ness to the changed conditions. There has 
been a noticeably sharper tone in the 
speeches of Mr Anthony Eden during the 
past few weeks and a welcome stiffening 
in his attitude at the Non-Intervention 
Conference. The speech delivered yester- 
day by M. Chautemps, the French Prime 
Minister, will go a long way towards a 
further stiffening in the British attitude 
when the Conference meets again to- 
morrow. .The prominence given in Mr 
Chamberlain’s speech on Thursday last to 
Signor Mussolini’s repudiation of any 
designs on the Balearia Islands, or upon 
any other portion of Spanish territory, 
will need to be taken into serious con- 
sideration by Mr. Attlee in the discussions 
on the Spanish situaticn. In so far as 
the Sino-Japanese conflict is concerned, 
Mr. Attlee appears to read into President 
Roosevelt’s Chicago speech more than it 
was intended to convey. In any event, 
British and American policies will be 
correlated at the Brussels Conference, but 
in the absence of Japan the best that can 
be hoped from that meeting is a mandate 
for mediation to Britain and the United 
States. There is at present no reason to 
believe that Washington contemplates any 
form of material pressure, and, as was 
pointed out a little while ago, Britain 
alone cannot police the world.

Mr. Eden 
is to continue to act as chairman as long 
as he can be spared from his other duties. 
a decision warmly welcomed by all the 
members of the Sub-Committee. 


China Stands Firm 


The course of events in China is being 
watched with the keenest interest by mili- 
tary men here, as the resistance of the 
Chinese has come as surprise to them, and 
it has become com Cia clear that the J apanese 
General Staff must have made serious mis- 
calculations about the task upon which 
it has embarked.

Organising Conservatism 


A feature of the elections for the twenty- 
eight London boroughs, which take place 
on November Ist, is the tendency for the 
contests to be fought on straight political 
lines between Conservatives and the 
Labour Party, though in most cases the 
Conservatives are described {as “ Muni- 
cipal Reformers.” The day is not far 
distant, however, when the Conservative 
organisation will embrace parliamentary 
and municipal matters much in the same 
way as the Labour Party is organised, 
and thus avoid the overlapping of 
activities which result in some districts 
having a surplus of workers and others 
being neglected, as, though the organisa- 
tion “has been improved to some extent, 
there is still a lack of co-ordination in the 
work of the different bodies which make 
up the party. Early in the new year it 
is ena that a Central Bureau may be 
established by the Conservative Party to 
devote itself to municipal matters not only 
in London, but in other centres. It 
certainly is time that such a Bureau was 
established, for it is likely that Labour 
will do very well in the coming muni- 
cipal elections. If it does, it will be the 
fault of those who are responsible for the 
local Conservative machinery, this being 
in a very bad way. It is so bad, indeed, 
that it will be swept away after the 
elections in favour of the wider scheme 
mentidned above. 


The Little More 


The problem of the road and its motor 
is to be raised by several 
members of the House of Commons in 
next session, as it is realised that ihe 
steady ae anda organised by the 
Ministry of Transport is not having a 
sufficient effect. Tt is is pointed out that the 
number of persons killed on the roads since 
the War has now exceeded one hundred 
thousand, and nearly a quarter of these 
have been children. The Road Accidents 
Emergency Council, with which thirty-+'x 
national organisations are identified, are 
adding a rew point to their programme 
by asking for an active Government 
campaign to discourage the drinking of 
intoxicants by motorists. In this connec- 
tion they quote the New Zealand Safety 
Code, which says that “a little alcohol 
makes a motorist drive worse and believe 
th: he is driving better.”

A Japanese aeroplane to-day heavily, 
and apparently deliberately, machine- 
gunned a British post manned by the 
Royal Ulster Rifles, in Keswick road, on 
the western outskirts cf Shanghai. 
Private W. McGowan, a 22 year-old native 
of Buncrana, (0. Donegal, was hit in the 
bead and chest, and died on the way to 
hospital. He was due to return home to 
Jreland shortly. Another British soldier, 
Rifleman Jack Lindsay, of Belfast, 
was also struck by a bullet, which pierced 
his uniform but was stopped by a cigarette 
case. 

Several British and other foreign resi- 
dents were witnesses of the attack, and 
British Headquarters assert that the 
Japanese ‘plane made one or two “' de- 
liberate attacks’? on u group of fiders, 
including two women, who took refuge at 
a post in Keswick road where McGowan 
was on duty, and then attacked the post 
itself, fatally injuring McGowan. 


JAPANESE REGRET 


Later, Admiral Hasegawa, Japanese

at the incident, and the Japanese Consul- 
General, Mr. Okamoto, similarly called on 
the British Consul-General, Mr. Herbert 
Phillips.

Just previous to the Keswick road inci- 
dent Admirul Yarnell, the American Com- 
wander-in-Chief, had made representa- 
tions to Admiral Hasegawa in connection 
with numerous instances in which Japa- 
nese shells from anti-aircraft guns and 
shrapnel from bombs from Japanese 
‘planes have fallen into the sector of the 
Settlement guarded by United States 
marines, with resultant loss of life and 
injury to non-combatants. 


NEW JAPANESE STATE 


TOKYO, Sunday.

Paris does not wish to believe that the 
obstacles cannot be cleared away, but, it 
is added, it seems difficult for the French 
and British Governments ¢> fall in with 
the Italian request that decisions of the 
Committee during the discussions entered 
into should be unanimous, This rule, it 
is: held, might easily paralyse completely 
the working of the London Committee. 
Moreover, the strong attitude taken up by 
the Soviet representative appears to make 
it very improbable that he would give a 
positive vote on all points. In that case 
it is thought that it would be possible to 
get the Soviet representative to agree to 
abstain from voting, so that an effective 
solution could be reached in the interest 
of a general improvement of feeling. 


USELESS 
Lastly, objections which would be diffi- 


cult to overcome are raised against Italy’s 
declaration that she could not bind her- 
self in advance to accept the figures: of 
foreign combatants on both sides, as 
reported by the International Commis- 
sions which it is proposed to send to 
Spain. It is felt that if the Italian claim 
in this matter were conceded it would be 
more or Jess useless to despatch the Com- 
missions, because their impartial conclu- 
sions might then be arbitrarily questioned 


by the interventionist States. France and. 


Britain, in the cause of peace, are anxious 
that the present deliberations of the 
London Committee should bring about a 
definite solution of the volunteers problem 
to take full practical effect. 


SHARP ITALIAN COMMENT 
ROME, Sunday. 


The official Italian communication to 
the British and. French Governments 
stating that the number of Italian volun- 
teers in Spain is about 40,000 is the sub- 
ject of vigorous and pointed comment in 
the Press. The Popolo d’ltalia, in a note 
from its Rome correspondent, writes: 
“ The peremptory Italian communication 
represents a warning that it would be 
dangerous at the present moment to pre- 
tend not to understand.” 

Dr. Virginio Gayda, in the Voce 
d’ltalia, maintains that the statements 
crediting Italy with 100,000 or ‘more 
volunteers in pain have been put, about 
in order to influence the Commission that 
will go to Spain to estimate thy number 
of foreign volunteers. ‘‘ The WInter- 
national Commission, which is to make 
inquirie on the spot, has not yet been 
formed,” he says, “and already all this 
talk about the vast number of Italian 
volunteers is raised to put pressure on the 
judgment of its members and forestall 
their decision. ‘‘ The Italian official com- 
munication te Paris and London does not 
admit of a disguise. The respective 
Governments will take note of it even 
if political parties contest the figures.” 

The Turin Gazetta det pe writes :— 
“The Italian Government has done well 
to cut short all further speculation on the 
number of the Italian volunteers with a 
communiqué which does not admit of a 
reply or misunderstanding. There is 
nothing to be done but to take note of it 
or else to admit bad faith and to persist 
in lies.” 


“110,000 ITALIANS ” 


When fourteen members of the Asturian 
Government arrived at Douarnenez (Finis- 
terre) from Gijon aboard a sailing boat 
on Saturday, President Tomas declared 
t':at there were 110,000 Italians fighting 
in Asturias, with their own headquarters, 
Staff, auxiliary services, and aircraft. 

From Rome it is reported that another 
oficial list containing the names of 150 
Italian legionaries who were killed or have 
died as a result of wounds on the 
Santander front has been issued. ‘This is

ANTI-COMMUNIST PACT? 
ROME, Saturday. 


The presence in Rome of both Herr von 
Ribbentrop and Viscount Mushakoji, the 
Japanese Ambassador in Berlin, has given 
impetus to rumours that an attempt is 
being made to persuade Italy to join the 
Anti-Comintern Pact. Viscount Mushakoji 
has been here since Thursday. 

In Japanese circles, however, it is 
asserted that the two visits are entirely 
unconnected. 


RIBBENTROP LEAVES ROME 
ROME, Sunday. 


Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Ambassador in London, left with his wife 
by plane for Berlin this morning. During 
his short stay in Italy the Ambassador 
had only one conversation with Signor 
Mussolini, whom he saw on Friday even- 
ing soon after his arrival in Rome. He 
also saw Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign 
Minister.

A serious effort is being made to-day to 
end the feud which has rent American 
Labour since the foundation of the Com 
mittee for Industrial Organisation two 
ears ago. It does not come too soon. 

he American Federation of Labour, in its 
recent annual conference at Denver, was 
mainly occupied in Fo g a campaign 
for smashing the C.1.0. Angry speeches 
were made and uncompromising resolu- 
tions passed. The Executive Council was 
authorised to expel any trade union 
affiliated with the rival organisation. Mr. 
William Green, the President, made it 
clear that drastic measures would be taken 
against the United Mine Workers, Mr. 
John L. Lewis’s Union, which is the back- 
bone of the C.1.0., and the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, who are led by Mr. 
Sidney Hillman. Mr. Sidney Hillman is 
Mr. Lewis’s chief lieutenant in the move- 
ment. : 

Every one expected Mr. Lewis and Mr. 
Hillman, both of them hard fighters, to 
take up the challenge by declaring war 
against the Amalgamated Federation 
of Labour. The Denver Conference 
was about to separate with the 
stage set for a srelaneal and bitter 
struggle when a telegram was received 
from the C.I.0. containing not the ex- 

ed message of defiance, but a friendly 
invitation for a meeting betweeu the two 
organisations at which they could discuss 
their differences and endeavour to reach 


agreement. 


This invitation the A.F.L. could hardly 
refuse, but it very naturally vbjected to 
the C.1.0, suggestion that each side should 
be represented by a delegation of 100 
members. Six uait are meeting to- 
day to endeavour to pene up terms of 

ace. It is certainly in the public 
interest that they should succeed, for the 
fight between the two organisations for 
control of the Labour movement has only 
complicated and intensified the present 
industrial unrest.

himself elaimed later that his time was 
actually 6 days 8 hours 25 minutes, and it 
is upon this time that the calculations of 
Miss Batten’s flight are made. 


SCENES AT LYMPNE 


There were enthusiastic scenes at 
Lympne when Miss Batten landed tired 
and smiling, but looking almost immacu- 
late she was lifted from her little silver 
monoplane as it came to rest. A crowd of 
several hundreds surged around the 
machine cheering wildly. 

Mr. J. S. Dupe, the aerodrome officer, 
who has seen Miss Batten off on all her 
long-distance flights from England, was 
the first to shake her hand. 

Bo cramped were her limbs that she 
found difficulty in standing, and Mr. Dupe 
and a Royal Air Force sergeant lifted her 
in their arms. The crowd rushed forward, 
trying to pat her on the back as she was 
carried’ to the Customs office. She was 
cheered again as she completed the usual 
formalities, and prepared to leave for 
Croydon. 


MOTHER AT CROYDON 


A crowd, which grew into thousands, 
waited from lunch-time at Croydon to 
greet her. When the monoplane, escorted 
by two other machines, was sighted the 
huge crowd cheered loudly. 

Miss Batten’s mother, who is at present 
on a visit to England, could not conceal 
her emotion as she went forward to 
welcome her daughter. ‘‘I am so glad 
you have arrived safely, my dear,” she 
said. Then Mr. Jordan congratulated her 
on behalf of her fellow-countrymen. 

Lord Swinton’s telegram read: ‘‘ Hearty 
congratulations on your further record.”’ 

Miss Batten was moved by the warmth 
of London’s reception. ‘‘ I am so glad to 
be here,” she said, “ and am naturally 
delighted to have broken the record. It 
was a nasty trip from Marseilles.’’ 

Obligingly Miss Batten posed on a wing 
of the "plane while cameras flashed on all 
sides. The crowd by this time had broken 
through the barriers and surged round the 
machine in a solid mass. Police struggled 
to keep a space clear. Miss Batten smiled 
and ai geveral times, but a few 
minutes later she appeared to be near to 
tears. She was chaired and carried across 
the flying ground while the police forced 
a passage for her. So great was the crush 
that she had to take refuge in a hangar 
for about a quarter of an hour. 
when part of the crowd had dispersed she 
was driven away in a car. 

Miss Batten’s latest flight is faster than 
the record which she also holds for the 
flight from England to Australia. In 
October, 1936, she flew from Lympne to 
Port Darwin in 5 days, 21 hours, 3 
minutes, and it is this record which Mr. 
Broadbent set out to lower. 

Miss Batten’s time for her 1935 flight 
from Port Darwin to Croydon was 17 days, 
16 hours, 15 minutes.

AFTER FORCED LANDING 
IN DESERT

Mr. “ Jim ” Broadbent has been forced 
back to Baghdad by bad weather on his 
attempt to beat Miss Jean Batten’s record 
for the England-Australia solo flight. He 
confessed that he was “ fed up,” and said 
he would “ probably abandon the flight.’’ 

This is the latest of a series of mis- 
fortunes that has dogged Mr. Broadbent 
throughout his flight. After a non-stop 
flight from Lympne to Rome against con- 
tinuous head-winds he hopped off for 
Cyprus, only to be driven báck three hours 
later by bad weather, and delayed at Rome 
a whole night. He had a most uncom. 
fortable might flight from Athens to 
Baghdad. After the rain of the previous 
day heavy mist overhung the desert, 
making: it impossible for him to discern 
the Euphrates—the usual guiding line for 
eee, flying from the Mediterranean to

G.M.T.), just as dawn 
was breaking, he made a forced landing 
in the desert, sixty miles south ol 
Baghdad, with no petrol.

Commenting on the election results, the 
Argus says: “' The electors have proved, 
after summing up the situation, that their 
accurate appreciation of a sound and 
honest Government is unblunted. Present 
indications are that the Ministerial Coalli-

majority. The Labour gains in the Senate 
are not aitogether unsatisfactory, as their 
representation. there will ensure a critical 
scrutiny of all legislation.’’

LIVERPOOL. Saturday. 

A lively debate on the effects of Irish 
Labour in England took place to-day at 
the fourth annual Conference of the 
Federation of Junior Unionist and Junior 
Imperial League Organisations of Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire and Westmorland, held at 
Liverpool, 

By a large majority the following reso- 
lution was passed:—‘‘ That this Con- 
ference, while fully supporting and 
encouraging the free access of labour to 
all parts of the Empire, views with alarm 
the influx of Southern Irish labour into the 
Western ports of England and Scotland, 
with the resulimg direct charge upon the 
Public Assistance Fund, and calls upon 
the Government to introduce legislation to 
restrict the movement of such labour to 
the real needs of these ports.”’ 

Moving the resolution on behalf of the 
Wavertree Branch, Liverpool, Mr. G. R. 
B. Simmons said that all Irishmen should 
be repatriated when they became a charge 
on public assistance and unemployment 
funds, and they should be treated as com- 
plete aliens. The English workingman did 
not receive a square deal because of the 
influx of cheap Irish labour. The time 
was not ripe when England should hold 


the Irish baby. 

Seconding the resolution, Mr. H. 
McDonald Steward, also of Wavertree, 
said England still looked upon de Valera 
as a Briton, but they must keep him in 
his right place for Britain. 

Opposing the resolution, Mr. G. O. 
Gibbon, a farmer, of Knutsford, said that 
Irish. labourers took on jobs no English 
labourers would undertake, It was. becom- 
ing increasingly difficult’ for English 
farmers *o find enough English labourers. 
to carry on, and they had to turn to Irish 
labourers. In the” interests of good 
fellowship of the British peoples, he called 
upon the Conference to reject the motion.

The Clan Mackenzie, bound with a full 
cargo for South Africa, and the Manches- 
ter Regiment, on her way to Montreal, had 
just passed the Mersey Bar, 15 milesfrom 
Liverpool, when the collision occurred. 

The impact stove in the bows of the 
Manchester Regiment, and tore a huge 
gap amidships on the port side of the 
Clan Mackenzie. Both vessels swung 
round to return to Liverpool, but the Clan 
Mackenzie had to be run aground on a 
sandbank, two miles from the Bar, as she 
was making water badly. | 

At midnight on Saturday six tugs and 
two salvage vessels stood by, in the hope 
of towing her off, but were unable to get 
near, owing to the terrific seas. 

An hour later the New Brighton life- 
boat was called out. but eventually the 
crew were rescued by the Vigilance. Yes- 
terday tugs went out again, but, as the 
vessel was partially submerged, attempts 
at salvage were abandoned. 

The third engineer, Mr. J. Hunt, said: 
“We had just passed the Bar, and com- 
menced normal sea going watches, when 
there was a terrific bump on our port 
side. Water started to pour into the 
engine room and we began pumping. 
Several Lascar firemen, scared at the col- 
lision, wanted to leave the stokehold, but 
Cortun Ali, leading fireman, kept them at 
their posts until orders were given to 
abandon the engine room. 


ENGINES FLOODED 


“ We had the water well in hand until 

we ran on to the bank. The vessel then 
started to lurch violently, opening the 
gaps in the vessel’s side. All the fires 
were drawn to prevent an explosion, and 
orders were given to leave the engine 
room. When I last looked below, the 
water. was level with the top of the 
cylinders. The most unconcerned on 
board was the mess-room boy. Climbing 
into the engine room, he served afternoon 
tea to the engineers, who were then prac- 
tically up to their waists in water.” 
- When the Manchester Regiment was 
surveyed at Birkenhead she was found to 
have been damaged in the bows, from 
17 feet above the waterline to her keel, ós 
feet in all. Her eleven passengers—all 
Canadians—will probably be delayed 
about a week, while repairs are made. 


CREW OF TUG RESCUED

While the Irish Channel was . 
swept by a terrific gale about 1.30 this 
morning the Moelfre lifeboat was called 
out to the assistance of a tug which was 
drifting helplessly off Point Lynas. ‘The 
lifeboat reached the tug, Lady Windsor, 
two and a half hours later and after 
standing by for two hours tovk off the 
captain of the tug and his crew of four 
an! landed them safely at Moelfre 

The tug eventually went on the rocks in 
Llanbadrig Bay, half a mile north-east of 
Cemaes Bay, where she now lies in a 
badly-damaged condition. 

Mr. Jones, Abersoch, the chief engineer, 
said that the Lady Windsor belonged to 
the Carnarvonshire Yacht Club, and had 
been ‘to Liverpool for repairs. We left 
Liverpool about 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, he said, and outside the bar ran into 
a pretty severe gale, which got worse a..d 
worse.’ We were shipping water all the 
time, and the tug started to leak badly 
and was rolling badly, so that ws were up 
to our waists in the stokehold trying to 
maintain steam, 


FURNACES FLOODED 


At last the water flowed into tha 
furnaces and we had to leave them. Wa 
were being buffeted about «ke a cork im 
the heavy seas, and when the lifeboat 
came alongside in response to our flares 
we jumped aboard. There was no time 
to save anything. and we lost all oue 
belongings. 


DISTRESS SIGNALS 


Shortly after 9.30 this morning the 
Holyhead lifeboat went out in response to 
signals of distress from a vessel outside 
the Skerries, but it was later reported that 
in wirelessing the position of the vessel in
